It has. to be 
sure, left several difficulties and more than one teasing problem 
unsolved. Bat it has cleared up many questions that were fruitful 
of misunderstanding and friction, and, above all, bas inetitcted an 
altogether more bopeful international epirit than prevailed before 
it was beld. 
in need, Jews have special reason to be glad that the 
attained so much in the direction of concord 
between the nations, not alone because peace is a Jewish ideal 
fondly cherished by our people as a great ethical inspiration 
also ,withcut doubt the most palpable 
interests of Jewry.

To deseribe it, as 
 BENAMM! does, as the demanding by a _ privileged clergy 
of unquestioning obedience’ or an attempt “to bolster up 
sacerdotalism, is surely an extravagant elimination of fact, Any 
thing of that kind would, we agree, be regarded as ‘an abomina- 
tion by Jews; equally, we would observe, in passing, as would 


any idea on the part of the lay leaders of our community to exact 


blind acquiescence in their views or to buttress up the cult of the 
Warden. If we turn to what we hope we may, without being 
thought irreverent, term the prospectus of the War Memorial issued 


over the signatures .of ite high-minded and generous promoters, 


we can plainly perceive the cause of the present trouble, These 
gentlemen represented to Mr. LIONEL DE ROTHSCHILD; and 
through him to the public at large, that they were desirous of 
founding as a War Memorial, ‘a great organisation of traditional 
Judaism,’ It was, they said, to sound for British Jewry the trumpet 
of Sinai.’

American anti-Semitism, 

MANIFESTATIONS of the anti-Semitic epirit that bae of late sei sed 
the American people multiply distressingly, The agitation engineered 
by Mr. ForRD ie still carried ov, and it bas heen followed by thaf 
most sinister and wicked organisation, the Ku Klox Klan, which 
lias attained umloubted power,in the country. Tosuch an extenf, 
that at the recent Presidential Candidature conventions no party 
was disposed to place itself in opposition to the Klan, and 60 apy 
reference to an association that ie utterly illegal and threatens to 
bold American citizeus— Catholice, Jews and Negroes in particular— 
in thraldom was euppressed by the party managers, who doubt- 
Jesee felt that the Klan ie so strong that to court ite enmity 
meant runping a severe riek of defeat. Now, we are told, that an 
attack of, in a sense, a more drastic and eweeping sort hae heen 
made on Jews at a meeting held at ‘strangely enough) St. Petere- 
burg, Florida, Mr, JAMES CoaD, Secretary of the local Chamber 
of Commerce. in the course of an address at the Kiwanis Club there, 
declared that in hie view the fature of the city necessituted the 
expulsion of all Jews, and that he could not regard Jews as other- 
wise than Aliens. Itie worth while giving Mr. Coabs own version 
of hie speech. He explained that ' 

St. Petersburg is a city of homes. Ithssnoslumz. I believe 
that the inficx of foreigners hero (and 1 class the Jews as foreigners) 
is detrimental to the city and wen'd tend to produce slums and 
destroy the neighbourly feeling that is now an asset here 

In speaking as I'did at the club meeting, 1 intended to starta 
movement of citizens here to bar foreigners and Jews. | know that 
many Jewish families plan to come here in the fall, and that two 

Jews will come here to enter the real estate business. 1 believe the 

time has come to draw the line against al) foreigners and make this 

a 100 per cent. American and Gentile city. Thero are inevitable 


bas freely conceded thatf;. 
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slums where there are many foreigners, and we want to be able to 

continue to brag that we have no siums here.” 
We ace not concerned to argue Mr, Coav’s proposition. Its absurdity 
is palpable. Bat we are concerned to learn that although, of course, 
many non-Jews denounced his deliverance (and equally, of course, 
Jews who are citizens of Florida, as well as their brethren in other 
parts of America, protested against Mr. Coap’s speech), it was 
received with so much approval that a campaign was immediately 
started with the object of clearing the State of any of our 
people who may be living there, while another club, the 
Optimist, passed a resolution “endorsing and heartily favouring 
the stand taken by James Coap.” There is, we fear, no gainsaying 
the obvious meaning of this imcident, following as it does 
many others like unto it and to some of which we 
have alluded. They form cumulative evidence that the 
United States is badly infected with the anti-Semitic virus, 
They look as if that great country, with its fine traditions of liberty 
and freedom, and all that these connote, is going the way whereby 
its splendid past and its glorious opportunities of service to the 
human race are going to be shattered and wrecked by the adoption 
of the cult of racial hatred and bitter intolerance—a cult ill. 
fitting a country that for generations was associated in the minds 
of men as a synonym for the highest aspirations of civilisation. 


Palestine and Technical Education. 


Tre interview with Mr. which we record in our 
columns this week, will be read, we are sure. with much interest. If 
telis of some work that is being undertaken in Palestine, the success 
of which must have a marked effect upon the future of the land and 
contribute nota little to the building up of the Jewish National Home 
to which all Jewish effort naturally should tend. The Technical 
Institute at Haifa was, as Mr. BLOK reminds us, the centre of a con- 
troversy that went to the very heart of Jewish prospects in the 
country, and the fight that was made for the recognition of Hebrew 
as the language of instruction at the Institute bas borne an 
abundant crop of valuable fruit. A writer in our last week's 
issue did not, in our view, place the matter too high, when hea 
declared that he regarded the enfranchisement of Hebrew hy being 


made an official language there, as the chief security for the success . 


of Jewish effort in Palestine; because, as he put it, the tongue of 
a people is the soul of that people. But this language question, 
important as it is, is incidental to the Haifa Institute, which is going 
to give to the country the means of technical tuition and training of 
which it stands sorely in need. And into no more capable hands could 
the onerous duties of Director be placed than those of Mr. Brox. 
who has won a distinguished place in this country in Engineering 
and kindred sciences. He brings to the position not alone a zeal 
and energy that are characteristic of all he undertakes, but an 
enthusiasm in the promotion of the Jewish National cause, which 
is bound to stand him in excellent stead in the many difficulties 
which are certain to confront him in the task he bas undertaken. 
It is, however, work that from every aspect he loves and in which 
he has implicit faith—and before love and faith what appear ag 
mountains of discouragement to those who have them not, prove 
to be, at most, mere hillocks easily overcome. 


The University Summer School. 


The striking success that has been attained by the Inter. 
University Summer School and Conference, which has this vear been 
held at Leamington, is a matter for deep gratification. It cannot have 
failed to give a very marked fillip to the cause of Jewish education 
in this country, or to have deepened the interest of our young 
men of scholarship and learning in matters Jewish, apart even from 
that most essential matter, a knowledge of Jewish literature and 
Jewish history. It has, surely, in a word, quickened the Jewish 
sense of those who have taken part in the proceedings and equipped 
them the better for lives in which study will not be divorced but 
will be informed, or at least supplemented, by a love of Dadiilons in 
all its varied presentations, and an appreciation of the immense 
force that such devotion must prove to be in their future careers, We 
hope the Summer School may now be looked upon as a permanent 
institution in Anglo-Jewry. We are convinced that the Community 
of the rising generation will be all the better for its influence.

Jew make the least difference tc the great etatesman beiag 
claimed as a fellow-member of Jewry. Another telling example 
of this tolerance in Jews is that of the famous Rabbi Elisha 
ben Abuya, who became an apostate at a time when on account 
of the Roman persecutions of our people any individual recalcitrance 
might have had the direst consequences, just as during a war the 
least traitorousness may be fatal to a whole nation. But we know 
that despite his conversion faithful Jews showed him the deepest 
respect for his learning, and Rabbi Meir paid honour during the 
converts lifetime, and after his death to the one who became 
known as Acher ( Anotber’’) on account of the change he chose to 
make in bis life. 

As to the tolerance Jews show to the religious épinions of 
those who in but the most tenuous manner remain religiously 
Jews, judged by any really Jewish. standard, it is nothing 
short of astonishing. We bad an instance only a few weeks 
ago when a number of Jews in London, by no means obscure 
persons, joined in the junketings over the marriage out 
of the faith of a Jeawess, some of them going the length of 
praciog by their presence the ceremony, that was held in 
connection with the marital union. in a Chureh at which 
a priest of the Church officiated, Yet our Rabbis and Ministers-—-to 
take only them by way of example—who must kuow the dire conse 
quences to Jews and Judaism likely to result from such proceeding#, 
aid upon whom there rests the bounden duty of guarding 
lfews and Judaism from the spiritual dangers that mefiace then 
were every one—so0 far as | have been able to gather—from-the 

Chief Rabbi downward utterly dumb about this deplorable happeu 
ing.

We are not concerned to argue Mr. Coav’s proposition. Its absurdity 
is palpable. Bat we are concerned to learn thatalthougb, of course, 
many non-Jews denounced his deliverance (and equally, of course, 
Jews who are citizens of Florida, as well as their brethren in other 
parts of America, protested against Mr. Coan's speech), it was 
received with so much approval that a campaign was immediately 
started with the object of clearing the State of any of our 
people who may be living there, while another club, the 
Optimist, passed a resolution “endorsing and heartily favouring 
the stand taken by James CoaD.” There is, we fear, no gainsaying 
the obvious meaning of this incident, following as it does 
many others like unto it and to some of which we 
have alluded. They form cumulative evidence that the 
United States is ‘badly infected with the anti-Semitic virus. 
They look as if that great country, with its fine traditions of liberty 
and freedom, and all that these connote, is going the way whereby 
its splendid past and its glorious opportunities of service to the 
human race are going to be shattered and wrecked by the adoption 
of the cult of racial hatred and bitter intolerance—a cult ill- 
fitting a country that for generations was associated in the minds 
of men as a synonym for the highest aspirations of civilisation. 


Palestine and Technical Educatien. 


. Tue interview with Mr. Arraur BLoOK, which we record in our 
columns this week, will be read, we are sure. with much interest. It 
tells of some work that is being undertaken in Palestine, the success 
of which must have a marked effect upon the future of the land and 
contribute nota little to the building up of the Jewish National Home 
to which all Jewish effort naturally should tend. The Technical 
lnstitute at Haifa was, as Mr. BLOK reminds us, the centre of a con- 
troversy that went. to the very heart of Jewish prospects in the 
country, and the fight that was made for the recognition of Hebrew 
as the language of instruction at the Institute has borne an 
abundant crop of valuable fruit. A writer in our last week's 
issue did not, in our view, place the matter too high, when he 
declared that he regarded the enfranchisement of Hebrew by being 
made an official language there, as the chief security for the success 
of Jewish effort in Palestine; because, as he put it, the tongue of 
a people is the soul of that peeple. But this language question, 
important as it is, is incidental tothe Haifa Institute, which is going 
to give to the country the means of technical tuition and training of 
which it stands sorely in need. And into no more capable hands could 
the onerous duties of Director be placed than those of Mr. BLoK, 
who has won a distinguished place in this country in Engineering 
and kindred sciences. He brings to the position. not alone a zeal 
and energy that are characteristic of all he undertakes, but an 
enthusiasm in the promotion of the Jewish Nationa! cause, which 
is bound to stand him in excellent stead in the many difficulties 
which are certain to confront him in the task he has undertaken. 
It is, however, work that from every aspect he loves and in which 
he has implicit faith—and before love and faith what appear ag 
mountains of discouragement to those who have them not, prove 
to be, at most, mere hillocks easily overcome. 


The University Summer School. 


The striking success that has been attained by the Inter. 
University Summer School and Conference, which has this year been 
held at Leamington, is a matter for deep gratification. It cannot have 
failed to give a very marked fillip to the cause of Jewish education 
in this country, or to have deepened the interest of our young 
meu of scholarship and learning in matters Jewish, apart even from 
that most essential matter, a knowledge of Jewish literature and 
Jewish history. It has, surely, in a word, quickened the Jewish 
sense of those who have taken part in the proceedings and equipped 
them the better for lives in which study will not be divorced, but 


will be informed, or at least supplemented, by a love of Judaism in 


all its varied presentations, and an appreciation of the immenssé 
force that such devotion must prove to be in their future careers, We 
hope the Summer School may now be looked upon as a permanent 
institution in Anglo-Jewry. We are convinced that the Community 
of the rising generation will be all the better for its induence.

sntolerant in respect to religious opinions. Nothing could be further

custom with Jews to observe a period of wourning for relatives who 
have become converte, just ae if they had passed from the land of the 
living. But that, ifanything, betokens regret and sorrow, aseuredly not 
resentment or anger or spite, These passions do not seize people who 
have been bereaved of their nearest and dearest; and the Jew regards 
the defection of a close relative to another faith than the one to 
which he was born, as a bereavement, and grieves accordingly. But 
who. by way of instance, is remembered and mentioned with more 
pride as one of us than Dieraeli, who is by our people invariably 
regarded as one of the most brilliant of Jews, juet as Bismarck is said 
to have referred to him at the Berlin Congress as © dieser alle Jude’ ? 
The fact that he was baptised and became a piJlur.of the Cburch in 
thie country—at least.a political pillar—the fact that he cast off hie

Jew make the least difference to the great statesman being 
claimed as a fellow-member of Jewry, Another telling example 
of this tolerance in Jews is that of the famous Rabbi Elisha 
ben Abuya, who became an apostate at a time when on account 
of the Roman persecutions of our people any individual recalcitrance 
might have bad the direst consequences, just as during a war the 
least traitorousness may be fatal to a whole nation. But we know 
that despite his conversion faithful Jews showed him the deepest 
respect for his learning, and Rabbi Meir paid honour during the 
convert’s lifetime, and after his death to the one who became 


known as Acher (" Another’) on account of the change he chose to 


make in his life, 

As to the tolerance Jews show to the religious opinions of 
those who in but the most tenuous manner remain religiously 
Jews, judged by any really Jewish standard, it is nothing 
short of astonishing. We had an instance only a few weeks 
ago when a number of Jews in-London, by no means obscure 
persons, ‘joined in the junketings over the marriage out 
of the faith of a Jewess, some of them going the length of 
gracing by their presence the ceremony, that was held in 
connection with the marital union. in a Church at 
Yet our Rabbis and Ministers—-to 
take only them by way of example—who must kuow the dire conse- 
quences to Jews and Judaism likely to result from such proceedings, 
aud upon whom there rests the bounden duty of guarding 
Jews and Judaism from the spiritual dangers that menace thew, 
were every one—so far as I have been able to gather—from the 
Chief Rabbi downward utterly dumb about this deplorable happen. 
ing. Not one of them opened his mouth even by way of a warning 
to the faithful, certainly not of protest against the faith!ese I 
mention this not to criticise these gentlemen of the cloth —they know 
their business, we must suppose, better than I can te]! it them 
But I cannot believe that if Jews in general were not tolerant to the 


degree of not caring a brass button about the religious opinions. 


of their fellow-Jews, these Rabbis and Ministers would with such 
astounding unanimity have held their peace in regard to tho 
marriage of Miss Behrens, and the presence thereat of some leading 


members of the community. 


But, none the less, the conversion of Jews to the dominant faith 
has historically been catastrophic forugs. Again and again have 
rejecters of the Jewish: belief become the bitterest foes of their 


these 


people; again and again have they instigated the most terrible 
trouble. ‘I have notspace now to do what I may be tempted to de on 


some other occasion, and tell something of the evil that has. come 


upon Jews through Jewish converts. Suffice it tosay that itforms 
about the bloodiest chapter in all the blood-sodden records 
of our people. It is abundantly clear, for instance, that both 
directly and indirectly, the Inquisition in Spain ‘and Portugal 
was the work of Jewish converte, while there is strong. pre 
bability that the first Inquisitor-Genera!, Torquemada was of Jewish 


origin. And this most sinister side of the conversion of Jew 
even to this day. Some of the most reprehensible of those who seek | 
undermine in Jews the faith of Jews are members o! 
Israel who have gone over to Christianity in one form or another. \c 
the quip with which the Jew in the street so often greets the news of a 
Jewish conversion—may he be a better Christian than he was a 
may be tribute to our sense of the ridiculousness of aJew imagining 
that a few drops of water will convert him into something other than 
2 Jew, even with hie belief, howover sincere and earnest, in a 
Jewish creed. It may exhibit the strong effort that every Jew 
exerts to show how infinitely lese than life he regarde belief, But it 
is likely to induce us to ignore the danger to Jewry and all it holde 
valuable in the drift of ite children to an alien religion. 

The good of all creeds, the Talmud, beautifully teaches have up 
equal share in the world to come. That is beyond cav il ae unim peach 
able doctrine. Bat 1 wonder whether we can be 60 certain that 
those who prove themselves disloyal to one creed—to the creed of 
their birth and origin—will ever be truly loyal to the creed which 
they adopt in substitution; whether, in fact, they do not by their 
act of apostasy deny to themselves their righiful sbare in the 
spiritual potentialities of the world that ie.

ANNUAL SUMMER SCHOOL AND CONFERENCE. 


|  (COMMUNICATED.] 
The Fourth Annual Summer School of the Inter-University Jawiah 


Federation was formally opened at “The Mount,” Warwick Place. 


Leamington Spa, on Tuesday of last week by a reception of the visitors 
by the Chairman of the Federation (Mr. D. B. Stanhill, B.Sc.) and the 
Council. 

The Sammer School bids fair to surpass in the number of its visitors 
the three previous Sammer Schools held at Oxford, Cambridge, and 
Ilkley. The average daily number in residence is about eighty-five, and 
many applications have had to be refused through lack of accommoda. 
tion. The aim of the School is twofold: educational and social. Com. 
mittees have been appointed to provide for the many activities incidenta| 
to the inteliectual and recreative pursuits of the School. Lectures and 
discussions are being held every day, and arrangements have been made for 
social functions, sports, and excursions. Leamington Spaisan admirable 
centro for many places of historic and literary interest. Mr. B. A. Fersht 
has placed at the disposal of the School a collection of books on Jowish 
subjects, which have been lent by the Council of the Jewish War 
Meworial. Services are being held daily, prayers being read by students. 
The Birmingham Beth Hamedrash has lent a Sepher Torah. 

In the evening of Wednesday of last week, Mr. R. V. Feldman (Oxford) 
spoke on the work and influence of Bialik. The Rev. J. Israeistam, B.A.. 
presided. The lecturer discussed_the position of Bialik in the develop. 
mentof Hebrew poetry, and his claim to universal recognition as a classic. 
The Chairman, and Messrs. Jacques Cohen, Janus Cohen, H. Dagaut, 


H. Lehrman,’ I. D. B. Stanhill, and G. Webber took part in 


a discussion. 
* Judaism and the World Probiem.’’ 


Oa Friday afternoon, a paper on “Judaism and the World Problem,” 
was read by the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, M.A., cf Birmingham. The greatest 
problem which faced the human race, Dr. Cohen saidin the course of his 
remarks, was that of self-preservation. The last war had proved beyond 
all question that armed conflict had become so costly in lives and 
material that the aiternative was the end of warfare or the end of civili. 
sation, The question wae being ask in all seriousness by large numbers 
of earnest men and women: Why bring children into the world with a 
possibility of this nature looming abead? Far better that they be unborn 
than bave to endure the horrors which are being prepared and contem 


‘plated. What contribation had Judaism to make towards the solution of 


this inomentous problem? Judaism pointed with unerrinvg accuracythe way 
out of the morass in which bumanity was floundering. Hague Con 

ferences and Leagues of Nations could only prove ¢fective if they wero 
erected on solid foundations, and those foundations were clearly defined 
by Jewish teachings: (1) the.recognition that peace was the right due to 
every citizen of the State; (2) peace was promoted by a true system of 
government; and (3) justice must reign supreme in the inter-relationship 
of peoples. If the Jewish priuccipleshe had enumerated gained universal 
acceptance and were faithfully applied, wars would become remote and 
eventually unthinkable. But they could not afford to rest contented upon 
the laurels of the past. The echoes of the Jewish teachers must be 
caught up by their descendants and amplified so that they would reach 
the ears of their fellow-men. That was their heritage; that was their 
mission. Every Jewish body, whether it were religious, social, or 
intellectual, should impress that message upon its members and link 
itse!{ with the noa-Jewish organisations which had taken up their cry. 

The Rev. J. Isracistam, Measrs. A. Ostroff, Jacques, Cohen, Janus 
Cohen, D. B. Stanhill, H. Dagut, 8. M. Lehrman, G. Webber, M. Cohen. 
and Miss R. Michaelis took partin the discusaion. 

Mr. J. Woolman proposed, and Dr. H. J. Stern seconded, a vote of 
thanks to Dr. Cohen. Mr, B. Davis presided. 

The Sabbath was characterised by the impressiveness of the services. 
The Friday evening service was rendered by Mr. Janus Cohen, and the 
Rey. J. Israelstam and Messrs. Jacques Cohen and G. J. Webber con 
ducted that of Sabbath morning. Inthe afternoon, Mr. Jacques Cohen 
opened a discussion on the “Jewish Messianic Idea.” He juxtaposed theo. 
conflicting views of the traditional and rationalistic schools, and presented 
the conflict in the form of a literary dialogue. The Rev. J. Israeistam 
and Messrs. B, Benas, R. V. Fel€man, J. Greenstein, 5. M. Lehrman. 
and G. J. Webber participated in the discussion. 


‘ World Union of Jewish Students.” 


On Saturday evening, Dr. Z. Lauterpacht, President of the World 
‘Union of Jewish Students, addressed the School on the activities and 
objects of the Union. He said that the first World Congress of Jewish 
Students was convened at Antwerp in April last in order to create 4 
World Union for the purpose of safeguarding the cultural professional! an. 
economic interests of Jewish students. That aim had been achieved. 
The object of the Union was, firstly, a cultural one. It strove to bring 
together the Jewish students on the basis of their attitude to, and their 
work for, those Jowish cultural values which were common to all Jews 
The Usion would bring together ite members by means of conferences 
and the so-called exchange of students, and would organise on a broad 
basis the co-operation of Jewish students in the work of the Hebrew 
University and the University Library in Jerusalem. The second part of 
the activities of the World Union related to the work of legal protection of 
Jewish students in the Universities. Thé Union would co-ordinate the 
economic self-help activities of Jewish student organisations in different 
countries, and would endeavour to put an end to the, sometimes toe 
freqaent, appeals from students of. Eastern and Central Europe to their 
Western colleagues. How could the Jewish students in Great Britain 
serve the World Union? The ways were many. To acquire the con- 
sciousness of their being a part of the great body of Jewish students, 
undivided and one. That did not mean money or ‘political action {t 
‘meant. making the World Union an organic part of their reinferaed Je wish 
activities in this country. 
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The following took part in tho discussion: Mr. D. B. Stanhill (who 
presided), Dr. H. J. Sterm, Messrs. B. B. Benas, R. V. Feldman, J. 
Greenstein, A. Ostroff, and 8.M. Lehrman. Mr. H. Dagnt proposed, and 
Mr. B. Davis seconded, a vote of thanks to the lecturer.

Mr. D. B. Stanhill, in submitting his report, emphasised the signifi- 
cance of the Summer School and of the first Bulletin of the Federation. 
The School had now become a regular and permanent feature of academic 
Jewish life; the Bulletin, which contained a concise statement of the 
activities of the Federation since its foundation in 1919, showed thaéia a 
good cause the Federation could command: a hearing and exercise an 
_ influence which well justified its continued support. As examples of this 

influence, the Chairman instanced the facts that the Federation bad col- 
jected and dispatched.ten thousand volumes to the Jerusalem U niveraity 
Library and over £600 for the relief of East European Students. .The 
work already accomplished by the Jerusalem University Library Com- 
mittee was but a beginning; as the message from Dr. Hugo Bergmann, 
the distinguished Director-of the Library, clearly showed, much serious 
work still faced them. He welcomed the offer of co-operation from the 
University Zionist Federation in that direction. Much was expected 
from the World Union, and he felt sure that the Federation would piay a 
worthy part tn ib, not merely in combatting the iniquitous numerus clausus 
restrictions, but in. the more constructive work of uniting al) their 

academic forces in the cause of humanity and enlightenment. 

Miss M. Sclare, B.A., the Treasurer, submitted her report. She said 
that fortunately the last Bummer School was a financial success, and 
according to promise, a refund was offered to those who attended the 
Summer School. In all cases the return was not claimed but was given to 
the General Fund. Funds were urgently needed, and affiliated societies 
and graduates were asked to contribute as freely as possible. The 

Graduates Fund and the General Fund were still open, and donations 
would be gladly received. 

Mr. B. Davis, B.A., the Hon. Secretary, in submitting his report, said 
that the past year had been one of increased activity. The general 
organisation had been tightened up and closer co-operation established 
with the constituent societies. 1¢ was gratifying to report that there were 
now ten societies fally affiliated to the Federation. ! 


Miss A. Simon reported on the Jewish student activity in Ireland, 


and Mr. J. Greenstein on similar activity in Sootiand. 

Reports of the activities of the various societies were delivered by 

the delegates, a 1d showed that the Jewish student movement was in a 
very fiourlshing condition. 
: Activities of the Education Committee. 

Mr. Bertram B. Benas, B.A., LU.B., Chairman, presented a report 
of the Education Committee of which the following is an abstract: 
The Committee had maintained its policy of concentrating its work 
in endeavouring to emphasise the Jewish note in the work of the various 
University Jewish Societies, believing that thereby the Societies could 
substantially aidin equipping their members with the capacity to serve 
the cause of Jewish Education in the community as a whole. The 
importance of Study Circles and Discussion Groups, devoted to the inter- 
change of ideas on matters Jewish, could not be too stropgly urged, and 
to that end they would commend to the attention of members of those 
circles such a volume as “Jodaism and the Beginnings of Christianity,” 
just published by the Union of Jewish Literary Societies. With the same 
end in view the Vacation Essay Prizes had been established in the beliet 
that they would stimulate the interest of students in those subjects, so 
that the setting aside of a portion of each Long Vacation for the purpose 
of intensive Jewish study would become a regular feature of the vacation. 
The Committee were indebted to the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, Mr. Philip 
Goedalla, and Mr. Leon Simon, who had consented to act as Honorary 
Examiners and Assessors, as also to Miss D. Herz, B.Sc., and Mr. P. E. H. 
Samuel, who had promised donations tothe Committee. The Committee 
had continued to promete closer co-operation with the Jewish War 
Memorial and the Union of Jewish Literary Societios. The Hebrew 
session, which was a much-esteemed feature of last year’s syliabus, was 
becoming a permanent element in the agenda of the Summer Schools. 
The Committee ventured to urge constituent societies, in forming their 
sessional syllabuses, to emphasise as much as possible the Jewish note, 
and to co-operate with local Jewish literary organisations and the 
University Extension Authorities in the establishment of courses of 
‘ectares on Jewish History and Literature. 


East European Relief Committee. 

Dr. H. J, Sterm, Chairman of the Committee, gave an account 
of the work done im that section. The main source of distress 
aincng Jewish students abroad was at present the numerus clausus which 
existed in an official or unofficial form in most of the States of Central 
Earope. The Jews of Italy very early organised committees to receive 
4nd help those students. In spite of a large numbor of appeals since the. 
war English Jews bad so far had no such responsibility to face as that 


which confronted their co-religionists in Italy to-day, and even if for ne 
higher motive than to prevent such a situation in England, they should 
assist the work of Italian Jewry. 

The Rev. J. Israeclstam, B.A., gave an account of the negotiations for 
the arrangement of the Summer School, and Dr. Z. Lauterpacht, who 


was the Federation's delegate to the World Congress of Jewish Students, - 


gave & report of the proceedings at Antwerp. | 
_ After a discussion, the reports were adopted. 


Congratulations were tendered to Professor §. Alexander, on the 


honours conferred upon him by the Universities of Oxford and Birming- 
bam ; and to Professor Dr. 8. Brodetsky on his recent appointment. 
Thanks were accorded to the Council of the Jewish War Memoria), and 
to Mr. Wartski. Resolutionsand greetings to various bodies were passed, 
Protest Against the Numerus Clausus. 
The following resolution was adopted : 


3 ‘Dbat.this Conference enters its emphatic protest agaiust the retrograde step 
taken by certain Universities abroad in restricting on racial, religious, of 


national grounds the admission of students; in particular, the Conference 
proteste against the application of the so-called Numerus Clausus to Jewish 
students as being contrary to international obligations, pursuit of learning, and 
to all principles of natural justice.

Mushroom Pie. 
Mushrooms, 1 Tb. 


Margarine 
Grated cheese, 2 tablespoonfuls. Salt and pepper. 
Minced shallot, i teaspoonful Breadcrumbs 
Chopped parsley, 1 teaspoonful. 


PREPARE the mushrooms and remove the stalks (these can be used 
for flavouring soups or stews). Mix the ‘grated cheese, parsley, and 
shallot together. Well grease a fireproof dish; put io a layer of musi. 
rooms, with a smal! dab of margarine on each, dust with salt and pepper, 
and sprinkle with the cheese mixtmre. Continue in this way until the 
dish is full, then put a thick layer of breadcrumbs on top, with a few bits 
of margarine here and there. Bake in a moderate oven for about hal! 
an bour.

Federation was formally opened at “The Mount,” Warwick Place 
Leamington Spa, on Tuesday of last week by a reception of the visitors

Lectures and 
discussions are being held every day, and arrangements have been made for 
social functions, sports, and excursions. Leamington Spaisan admirable 
centre for many places of historic and literary interest.

* Judaism and the World Probilem.’’ 


Oa Friday afternoon, a paper on “Judaism and the World Problem 
was read by the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, M.A., cf Birmingham. The greatest 
problem which faced the humau race, Dr. Cohen said in the course of his 
remarks, was that of self-preservation. Tbe last war had proved beyond 
all question that armed conflict had become so costly in lives and 
material that the aiternative was the end of warfare or the end of civill 
sation, ‘The question was being ask in all seriousness by large numbers 
of earnest men and women: Why bring children into the world with a 
possibility of this nature looming ahead? lar better that they be unborn 
than bave to endure the horrors which aro being prepared and contem 
piated. What contribution had Judaismto make towards the solution of 
this :inomentous problem? Judaism pointed with unerring accuracy the way 
out of the morass in which humanity was floundering. “Hague Con 
ferences and Leagues of Nations could only prove «¢ffective if they were 
erected on solid foundations, and those foundations were clearly defined 
by Jewish teachings: (1) the recognition that peace was the right due to 
every citizen of the State; (2) peace was promoted by a true system of 


government: and (3) justice must reign supreme in the inter-relationship — 


of peoples. If the Jewish principles he had enumerated gained universal! 
acceptance and were faithfuily applied, wars would become remote and 
eventually unthinkable. But they could not afford to rest contented upon 
the laurels of the past. The echoes of the Jewish teachers must be 
caught up by their descendants and amplified so that they would reach 
the ears of their fellow-men. That was their heritage; that was their 
mission. Every Jewish body, whether it were religicus, social,. or 
intellectual, should impress that message upon its members and link 


itself with the non-Jewish organisations which had taken up their cry

“ World Union of Jewish Students.”

He said that the first World Congress of Jewish 
Students was convened at Antwerp in April last in order to create 4 
World Union for the purpose of safeguarding the cultural professional! an! 
economic interesta of Jewish students. That aim had been achieved 
The object of the Union was, firstiy, a cultural one. It strove to bring 
together the Jewish students on the basis of their attitude to, and their 
work for, those Jowish cultural values which were common to all Jews 
The \ sion would bring together its members by means of conference’ 
and the so-called exchange of students, and would organise on a broad 
basis the co-operation of Jewish students in the work of the Hebrew 
University and the University Library in Jerusalem. The second part of 
the activities of the World Union related to the work of legal protection of 
Jewish students in the Universities. The Union would co-ordinate the 
economic self-help activities of Jewish student organisations in different 
countries, and would endeavour to put av end to the, sometimes 600 
freqaent, appeals from students of. Eastern and Central Europe to their 
Western colleagues. How could the Jewish stadents in Great Britain 
serve the World Union? The ways were many. To acquire the con: 
sciousness of their being a part of the great body of Jewish students, 
undivided and one. That did not mean money or ‘politiont action § {t 


meant:making the World Union an erguate part of their reinforced Jewish 


activities in this country.

Mr. D. B. Stanhill, in submitting his report, emphasised the signifi- 
cance of the Summer School and of the first Bulletin of the Federation. 
The School had now become a regular and pormanent feature of academic 
Jewish life; the Bulletin, which contained a concise statement of the 
activities of the Federution since its foundation in 1919, showed that ina 
good cause the Federation could command a hearing and exercise an 
inflaence which well justified its continued support. As examples of this 
influence, the Chairman instanced the facts that the Federation had col- 
lected and dispatched-ten thousand volumes to the Jerusalem University 
Library and over £600 for the relief of East European Students. The 
work already accomplished by the Jerusalem University Library Com- 
mittee was but a beginning; as the message from Dr. Hugo Bergmann, 
- the distinguished Director of the Library, clearly showed, much serious 
work still faced them. He welcomed the offer of co-operation from the 
University Zionist Federation in that direction. Much was expected 
trom the World Union, and he felt sure that the Federation would piay a 
worthy part in it, not merely in combatting the iniquitous numerus clausus 
restrictions, but in the more constructive work of uniting al! their 
academic forces in the cause of humanity and enlightenment. 

Miss M. Sclare, B.A., the Treasurer, submitted herreport. She said 
that fortunately the last Summer School was a financial success, and 
according to promise, a refund was offered to those who attended the 
Summer Schooi. In all cases the return was not claimed but was given to 
the General Fund. Funds were urgently needed, and affiliated societies 
and graduates were asked to contribute as freely as possible. The 
Graduates Fund and the General Fand were still open, and donations 
wou!d be gladly received. | 

Mr. B. Davis, B.A., the Hon. Secretary, in submitting bis report, said 
that the past year had been one of increased activity. The general 
organisation had been tightened up and closer co-operation established 
with the constitaent societies. It was gratifying to report thatthere were 
now ten societies fally aMiliated to the Federation. 

Miss A. Simon reported on the Jewish student activity in Ireland, 
and \ir. J. Greenstein on similar activity in Sootiand. 

Ke ports of the activities of the various societies were delivered by 
tie delegates, a 14 showed that the Jewish student movement was in a 
very flourishing condition. 

Activities of the Education Committee. 

Mr. Bertram B. Benas, B.A., LL.B., Chairman, presented a report 
of the Education Committee of which the following is an abstract: 
The Committee had maintained its policy of concentrating its work 
in endeavouring to emphasise the Jewish note in the work of the various 
University Jewish Societies, believing that thereby the Societies could 
substantially aidin equipping their members with the capacity to serve 
the cause of Jewish Education in the community as a whole. The 
importance of Study Circles and Discussion Groups, devoted to the inter- 
change of ideas on matters Jewish, could not be too strongly urged, and 
to that end they would commend to the attention of members of those 
circles such a volume as“ Jodaism and the Beginnings of Christianity,” 
just published by the Union of Jewish Literary Societies. With the same 
end in view the Vacation Essay Prizes had been established in the belief 
that they would stimulate the interest of students in those subjects, so 
that the setting aside of a portion of each Long Vacation for the purpose 
of intensive Jewish study would become a regalar feature of the vacation. 
The Committee were indebted to the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, Mr. Philip 
Gaedalla, and Mr, Leon Simon, who bad consented to act as Honorary 
Examiners and Assessors, as also to Miss D. Herz, B.Sc., and Mr. P. EB. H. 
Samuel, who had promised donations tothe Committee. The Committee 
had continued to promote closer co-operation with the Jewish War 
Memorial and the Union of Jewish Literary Societies. The Hebrew 
session, which was a much-esteemed feature of last year’s syliabus, was 
becoming a permanent element in the agenda of the Summer Schools. 
The Committee ventured to urge constituent societies, in forming their 
sessional syllabuses, to emphasise as much as possible the Jewish note, 
and to co-operate with local Jewish literary organisations and the 
University Extension Authorities in the establishment of courses of 
‘ectures on Jewish History and Literature. 


East European Reiief Committee. 

Dr. H. J. Stern, Ohairman of the Committee, gave an account 
of the work done in that section. The main source of distress 
among Jewish students abroad was at present the numerus clausus which 
existed in an official or unofficial form in most of the States of Central 
Europe. The Jews of Italy very early organised committees to receive 
and belp those students. In spite of a large number of appeals since the 
war English Jews had so far had no such responsibility to face as that 


which confronted their co-religionists in Italy to-day, and even if for me 
higher motive than to prevent such a situation in England, they should 
assist the work of Italian Jewry. 

The Rev. J. Israelstam, B.A., gave an account of the negotiations for 
the arrangement of the Summer School, and Dr. Z. Lauterpacht, who 
was the Federation's delegate to the World Congress of Jewish Students, 
gave & report of the proceedings at Antwerp. 

After a discussion, the reports were adopted. | 

Congratulations were tendered to Professor §. Alexander, on the 
honours conferred upon him by the Universities of Oxford and Birming- 
bam ; and to Professor Dr. §. Brodetsky on his recent appointment. 


Thanks were accorded to the Council of the Jewish War Memoria), and 


to Mr. Warteki. Resolutions and greetings to various bodies were passed.

CCLIL—Clergy and Laity. 


MY Dagar Covaty, 


Recently there was published in the Press the Interim Report of tho | 


Acchbishop's Committee on the Supply of Candidates for Holy Orders, 
and [ was atruck by the Committee's considered opinion on “the grave 
_ shortage in the number of clergy.” Not only had there been a decrease in 
the number of candidates for Holy Orders, but there had been a serious 
diminution in the proportion of graduate candidates. Naturally, the Com. 
mittee do not rest content with merely registering what they consider to 
be a malady; they also attempt to suggest causes and remedies. They 
gre clear that the problem is complex, and that there is no simple 
- golution to it. They realise that the religion of the home, the intellectual 
attitude of cultivated people, the view held about organised religion, and 
last, but by no means least, the financial aspect of the problem, all 
deserve careful! attention. 

[t is noteworthy thatthe disease, its diagnosis, and possible remedios, 
should be the same in the Jewish community as in the larger com. 
munity without. We were told not very long ago that Jews’ College 
now boasts of eight students, but that more may be expected this 
autumn. One of the conundrums of Anglo-Jewish life in recent times 
has been the position of Jews’ College. The College has a fine 
bullding, eminently suited for its purpose ; it has a ataff of 
teachers of respectable distinction , ite library contains a collection 
of books and manuscripts of which the community may well! 
be proud. Yet Jews’ College cannot claim to be a success. It 
seems to suffer from an evil tradition which is somehow fatal. I had an 
interesting illustration of this tradition the other day. A gentleman who 
is himself a member of the College Council declared that though one of 
his boys would like to train for the Ministry, he would not think of sending 
him to Jews’ College because the College would “spoil him!” This is 
more than a mere personal opinion. IL reflects the attitude of the com. 
munity towards an institution which by ita bistory and achievements 
deserves more sympathy than it obtains. 

The friends of the College are probably convinced that their institu 
tion is as good as any other of its kind in the world. The general 
community, however, appears not to share this view. Had they shared 
this view, there would have been no point in the original appeal of those 
who launched the Jewish War Memorial for funds to set up a college 
worthy ofthe community The managers of the Jowish War Memorial, 
voloing as they think the predominant desire of the community, have put 
forward alternative plans for improving the training of Jewish Ministers. 
The original intention was to move Jews’ College to one of the older 
Universities, That proposal did not meet with approval, and so was 
abandoned by its supporters. Then came the second phase, with ita 
suggestion ofan Academy associated with the College and in the same 
building. It is a thousand pities that this question was not thrashed out 
on its merits, that all manner of personal strife was introduced into the 
deliberations on this point. There appears to me to be more than a 
grain of truth in the suggestion of Dr. Israel Abrahams in his estimate 
of the position of the Jewish War Memorial as it is to-day, which 
appeared in the June issue of the Menorah Journal, of New York Dr 


Abrahams wrote that the present impasse is “in part, a struggle of the : 


conservative laity against the Chief Rabbinate.” 


{a effect, the community is witnessing a great contest for mastery 
between the clergy and the laity. There is something distinctly 
anhealthy about any Jewish community directly if shows this bad 
symptom. An excelient illustration of the morbid atmosphere in the 
public life of the community was the speech by the Chief Rabbi at the 
Leeds Educational Conference last month. The speech in itself waa a 
creditable performance. It bore testimony to the obvious sincerity of 
the speaker, showing that he cared greatiy for religious education. 
But the speech was marred and its cffectiveness: nullified by a 
plaintive and querulous undertone. Nothing is ever gained by 


mame-calling. There was no need to refer to the “assimilationiste”. 


{t hardly made for peace and goodwill to recall such epithets 
as “a troubler of Israel” and “a promoter of schism.” Jews are 
taught about the Torah that “her ways are ways of pleasantness 
and ail her paths are peace.” It is a fair question to ask whéther the 
Obief Kabbi's address made for peace and concord. The Chief Rabbi 
himself must know, better perhaps than other people, that a priviléged 
clergy demanding uoquestioning obsdience, while it is not unknown in 
the history of the world, is an abomination in the history of the Jews. 
Two hundred years ago there may have been some point in attempting 
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to bolster up sacerdotalism. To-day what the community requires is not 
a struggle for mastery between clergy and laity—-the very terms sound 
strange to Jewish ears—but rather the co-operation of all ranks and all 
Opinions. Fortunately, the age of heresy - hunting is past. We must 
realise that several strong views are to be found within the community, 
and that more will be gained by attempting to discover a means for 
co-operation than by mutual recrimination and religious pride. The 
Jewish War Memorial, apart from ity educational activities, has reached 


the parting of the ways, and anyone who can regard the prevailing 


atate of affairs with satisfaction cannot be a true lover of his people. 
While personal quarrels are proceeding, while, as Dr. Abrahams 
pointed out, the laity are struggling against the Chief Rabbi, the virus 
is entering into the flesh of the body politic. Ono is reminded of Milton's 
picture: . | 
‘‘ The hungry sheep look ap and ere not fed, | 
But swollen with wind and the rank mist they draw 
Rot inwardly, and foul contagion spread, 
Besides what the grim wolf with privy paw 
Daily devours apace, and nothing said."’ 

Has not the time come for all those who Care greatiy, no matter to 
what particular wing of the community they belong, to join hands in the 
common work of maintaining the structure of Judaism in this country ’ 
The work can only be done by al! parties recognising that they must 
give and take. Undoubtedly there are times when a non-compromising 
attitude is right. But, as. Koheleth bas taught, there ts a time for all 
things, even for compromise, and compromise at the present time in 
Anglo-Jewry may perhaps be the wisest course. Compromise is one of 
the marked characteristics of the Eoglish character. You may see it in 
the political life of the nation to-day. Hero are three strong parties in 
Parliament, and the King's Government is only made possible by 
compromise In the Anglo-Jewish community there are also a number 
of parties, but the zealots it is who are making a working association 
impossible, at a time when all the onergies of the community need to be 
concentrated on constractive work. ULet all those who oare for the 
community ask themselves truly whether our youth is not drifting hope 
lossly and to an alarming extent. Aro the Machzike Had23s, for instance, 
satisfied that they have their children with them’? ‘The case of these 
extremists may be taken as symptomatic. 


The Jewish War Memorial intended to improve the status of the 
Ministry ; intended, above all, to prodnce Jewish ministers competent to 
handle the special problems of our time. But so far nothing has been 
done, aad the petty equabbling, both behind the scenes and on the atage, 
have not conduced to raise the position of the War Memorial in the publics 
estimation. Here is an organisation which might have contributed in no 
amall measure to the improvement of the religious life of the community 
Perhaps through the instrumentality of the War Memorial we might have 
had peripatetic Preachers and Readers. The Wesleyan Mothodists have 
found this system to work extremely well, and in this age of change, 
when the Turks have deposed their ‘Chief Rabbi,” when the United 
Bynagogue after half a century has at last decided to issue an Annual 
Report to its members, one may hope that peripatetic Preachers are 
within the bounds of possibility. In London, the United Synagogue 
claims to be one body corporate of the majority of Jews in the metropolis. 
All its Ministers and Readers are appointed by the United Synagogue 
itself. Under the present system each Minister and Reader is 
associated with one particular congregation throughout the whole 
of his life. Would it not make for stirring up interest, would it not 
give a certala freshness to sermons, if Ministers from one Syna- 
gogue regularly visited other Synagogues? ‘There ic no need to change 
the oxisting system; to amend it slightly will suffice. If there are 
talented Preachers or Readers, surely their beneficent influence shonid 
be broadcasted [ believe that this aystem bas worked extremely well 
in the great community of Berlin. The question of distance need not 
enter into the consideration of this problem. The question of distance 
is one that may be solved with the utmost case. 


Those who care for the spiritual welfare of Anglo-Jowry cannot hide 
from themselves that there is great cause for present discontent. What 
the community requires Is a body of religious teachers who will work with 
the laity in perfect cquality. If Judaism is to continuo healthy, the 
community needs men of wide culture and insight. Many people are of 
opinion that the religious heads of the community do ®t share this 
view, but wish to impose on their fellow Jews a sort of hierarchy, the 
products of the narrow atmosphere of a Training College. Those who 
advocate such a policy may die fighting for it, but they will hardly belp 
Anglo-Jewry The best Ministers would be those who would carry out 
their work without payment atall. But that, on the face of it, ia aa 
ideal beyond realisation. Next to it wo must have Ministers who 
are adequately pald It is a significant fact that in the recent 
Budget for 1925 put before the Assembly of the Ohurch of England, 
gome £150,000 were provided for. Of this amount about £40,000, 
or @ little under a quarter, were allocated for the training of the 
Ministry ; about £32,000, ora little over a fifth, for religious cducation , 
and about £59,000, that ts to say, a third of the total, tor pensions for 
Ministers. 


It th is Grue that the ways of the Torah are ways of ploasantness, and 
all her paths peace, we have a right to look to our religious teachers 
give apractical expression of the pleasantness and the peace which the 
Torah brings) Given good will, given the desire for co-operation, given 
respect for opinions honestly held, it ought not to be impossible for wise 
statesmanship to discover a means for strengthening Judaism in this 
country and making glorious the fundamental principles of our faith 
which, when all is said, appeal to all Jows equally.

“THE HIGHER CRITICISM.” 
- 
From the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, M.A. 
To the Editor of Tus Jewish CHRONICLE. 


“IR,—1 am afraid that “ Benammi’s” lette: on the Higher Criticigm 
may be mischievous in its efiect because it is thoroughly misleading. 
Referring to. the Hebrew Scriptures, he aske, “ Will anyone deny that 
there are scientific difficulties and moral difficulties?’ and he goes on 
to imply that the Higher Criticiem helps to elucidate these probleme, 
The only way it solves them ie by declaring the books of the 
Bible to be tho resuit of ‘pious fraud.” The solution of tho 
difficulty is as efiective as a dose of prussic ecid to one who 
ie suffering from a_ physical ailment and desiree a cure. The 
di®iculties to which  Benamwmi” alludes cannot be, and are not, ignored 
by modern religious teachers who decline to accept the yospel according 
to Wellbausen. To mention one illustration only: the, problem of the 
early chapters of Genesis is dealt with fully by Professor Sayce, an 
emphatic anti-critic, in his wel) known book, The Hicher Criticism and 
the Monumentr.” 


As a matter of fact, the Higher Criticiem is not at all concerned 
with the scientific and woral difficulties of the Biblica! narratives. 
Jt restriets itself. solely to .the problem, What are the con- 
stituent documents of the Bible, and when wero they compiled? 
Now it may not be destructive of Jewish life and practice if it be 
demonstrated that the whole of isaiah is not the production of one author 
or that most of the Psalms were not composed by David; but does 
“ Benammi” really believe that it “cannot but be helpfnl to those Jews 
who honestly desire to understand the literature of their people,” to be 
told that itis an undeniable fact that not a word of the Pentateuch is 
Mosaic, and not a single law which, as the Torah asserte, God com- 
manded the children of Israel through Moses, was known unt!) centuries 
after his death? This is not the allegation of extreme critics, as 
Bepammi” would have believe, but of all higher critics. Here, 
surely, we have an attack upon the very foundation of Judaism ae it bas 
always been understood and observed. 


My objection to “ Benammi’s” treatment of thie subject ie that he 
assumes throughout that the Higher Criticism is true and established 


beyond question. He goes so far as to declare that “it is merely a 


scientiNe way of regarding the Bible.” 1 maintain that it is just the 
reverse. lts methods are radically unscientific. It is an elaborate series 
of unsupported bypotheses. it is a theory and not a proven demonstra- 
tion. Twenty years ago, in his “Studies in Biblical Law,” a trained 
lawyer, Mr. Harold Wiener, showed that the critics had gone hopelessly 
astray in their treatment of the Pentateuchal legislation bécause of their 
ignoranoe of the elements of legal study, and upon these errors their 
bypothbeses were erected. Ag 1 pointed out in your columns a year ago, 
a considerable body of modern Biblical scholare utterly reject the Higber 
Criticism, and their number is increasing. 

“ Benammi” writes: “it seems to me that a policy excinding all 
Higher Criticiam from a study of the Bible is by no means wise.” 
1 agree; but there is a-vast difference between studying thie theory 
critically and—-as hé apparently advocates-—-accepting unreservediy even 
its so-called “ established resnite.” The Higher Oriticism of the Bible, 
at least of the Pentatetich, is mecting with the same fate that has befallen 
the analogous Higher Criticism of Homer which, triumphant in ‘te day, 
bow completely discredited.

CARMARTHEN BY-ELECTION RESULT. 


Bir Alfred Mond, Bart., who lost his seat at Swansea at the Genera) 
Dlection, was elected M.P. for Carmarthen last Friday at the by-election, 
caused by the retiremont of Sir Ellis GriMth, the Liberal member. The

Reports of anti-Semitic feeling against Sir Alfred Mond during the 
Carmarthen by-election were exaggerated. Sir Alfred told we himself 
that there was not miuch worth speaking of, that it did not trouble him, 
and that he attached little importance to it. Some of his workers were 
more sensitive on the point , they resented it, and dealt with it firmly and 
promptly. So did Sir Alfred, who, by the way, faces personal attacks more 
straightforwardly, without the least equivocation, than do thé majority 
of public men. His manner of doing so impressed Carmarthen and 
gained him many friends. At one meeting he was asked whether he 
believed inthe New Testament. “No,” he replied, “I am a Jew; and 
those of you who do should base your conduct on it and be tolerant.” 
Similarly, when Sir Alfred complained that certain statements issued 
by the Labour Party in an election sheet—" The Carmarthen Electors “— 
were inaccurate, he boldly asked whether the Labour Candidate, the 
tev. E. T. Owen, deemed such publication consistent with the doctrines . 
of the Sermon on the Mount, of which be was a preacher. Replies of 
this nature always evoked applause. 


Asa watter of fact, any anti-Semitism reacted at once on both the 
other Parties. Labour was reminded that Mr. Shinwel), a Jew.is a 
member of the present Government; and Conservativos were asked to 
remem ber that one of their greatest statesmen was Disraeli. One of the 
stupid com plaints against Sir Alfred was that he kept his prize pigs in better 
bouses than those inhabited by some of the working classes. He always 
amused his hearers by saying that be was too good a pig-breeder to do 
that ; his pigs were kept in bracken-roofed wattle huts ina wood. A Jew 
ae a prize pig-breeder tickled the fancy of the Carmarthenshire farmers, 
and Sir Alfred will nc donbt now enlighten them as to bis methods of 
success. The Welsh peopie were impressed by him asa man of excep- 
tional abilities, both as a businees man and as a statesman. 

Perbaps the most interesting fact in connection with Sir Alfred Mond, 
in view of the persistent statement that Jews are responsibie for Socialis 
and Bolshevism, is that he is recognised as the strongest persona! force 
sgainst Socialism in the country His great speech in the House of 
Commons last year on the Socialist debate was actually circulated in 
Carmarthen by the Conservatives at the General Election. Sir Alfred 
btephens, the candidate at the by-election, was also the Tory nominee, 
and came second on that occasion. Sir Alfred Mond’s denunciation of 
Bolshevism during the contest was thorough, 


The Parliamentary election in Carmarthen (saye HE JEWinil Woh.) 
has made an end, at least for the time being, of the talk that was about 
to the effect that Sir Alfred Mond was to be the successor of Sir Herbert 
Bamuel ip Palestine. In many respects Sir Alfred would bave made an 
admirable High Commissioner, for be is a most capable administrator 
and a man with the courage of his opinions He is, in addition, a firm 
believer in Jewish Nationalism and the building up of the Jewish National 
Home, to which enterprise be has devoted aot only large surss of money 
but a great deal of thought and work. in Parliament he has attained a 
very prominent position, and ie freely mentioned as the future leader of 
the party to which he belongs. He is a keen and subtie debater with a 
remarkable grip of facte and figures, and has the ear of al) sections of the 
House of Commons, not least the Labour and Socialist, who know him to 
be their strongest opponent. Sir Alfred ts destined to go far in the werid 
of politics. 

That, anyway (continues The Jewish WORLD), is the opinion of the 
writer of the Londoner's Diary in THE EVENING STANDARD, @ Verg 
sbrewd observer of men and things. He said the other day : | 

The return of Sir Aifred Mond to the House of Commons ia tc bea 
welcomed unreservedly, whether one agrees with him on a)! subjects 
or not. For Str Alfred. until he disappeared temporarily at the 
General Election, was enjoying a growing respect. He had proved 

bimself—and will’ again, no doubt—a very wary and dangerous 
sutagonist to Socialism, and the Chancellor of the Bxchever, and 
even the eloquent Mr. Wheatiey, will bave to be very careful during 
the autumn session.

INTERVIEW FoR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Mr. ARTHUR BLOK, B.Sc, A.M.LE.E. 


: OURISTS who have visited Palestine in recent years have 
been greatly impressed by the beautiful building of the 
Haifa Technical Institute, Standing midway up the slope 

of Mount Carmel with an outlook far over the 
Mediterranean, the observer from the castellated roof of the 
Institute cannot but admire the inspiration of the founders and the 
instinct for fitness of the architect, 
Baerwald. ‘The site, the style of the 
building, and the purpose of the 
Institute are alike impressive. Here, 
one feels, is symbolised the right 
way to promote the development of a 
Jewish Palestine. Education is to be 
given on sound modern lines, in 
harmony with the beauty aud tradi- 


present and future needs, ‘The insti- 
tute was for some time partially 
occupied as a Military Hospital. It 
was finally evacuated two or three 
years ago, and within the last year 
or so a Board of Governors under the 
presidency of Sir Alfred Mond has 
Ur. Arthur Blok, B.Sc., A.M.1I.E.E, been formed in London to assist in. 
the work of equipping and inaugur@. 
ing. One of the most active members of the Board is Mr. Arthur 
Blok, who was good enough to receive a representative of THs 
Jewish CHRONICLE on the eve of his departure for Palestine to open 
the Institute. | 
“Tho Institute,? he stated, “formerly known as the “Haifa 
Technikum,” was built and partially equipped before the war, largely . 
through the generosity of the Wissotzky family and other large-hearted 
donors, The initial work was carried out under the auspices of the 
“Hilfsverein der Deutschen Juden,’’ bat, unfortunately, this prelimi- 
nary work was truncated by the war and other causes. The equipment 
was destroyed, and it became necessary to begin with nothing but the 
shell of the building. 

Between the end of the war and the recent formation of the London 
Board of Governors, the interests of the Institute were safeguarded by a 
- local committee, and it is upon their foundation that the actual work of 
the Institute is to be built ap.” 

Will you tell me what the Institute's work will be’ our representa. 
tive asked. 

“A very definite educational task presents itself,” Mr. Blok replied. 
“We want the Institute primarily to produce people who can make 
things, mend things, build houses, lay roads and drains; ia short, skilled 
workers of every sort. Before embarking on this project, the Board of 
Governors made acareful enquiry among the employers of Palestine, 
including the Government departments, and the replies showed unani- 
mously that skilled workers are required; especially in the building and 
mechanical trades. Thereis urgent need for proper training facilities 
_ for a balanced system of technical education, which shall combine a 
sound theoretical grounding with as thorough a practical training as 
possibile. It is almost an axiom in technical education that the work. 
shops of an institute cannot replace the workshops of commerce as a 
training ground. In Palestine, however, we have a special problem. 
Industry is still nascent, and until factories and works are much more 
common than at present it will devolve upon the Haifa Institute to act as 
substitute for much of the practical traihing which in other countries is 
gained in the shops of existing commercial concerns. To strike the 
right standard in this part of the work we naturally look to the estab- 
lished employers and labour organisations for help and advice. 

We shall begin slowly. At first no attempt will be made to produce 
skilled engineers, architects or advanced specialists of any kind, as they 
are already available either in the country itself or in the Diaspora. The 
immediate task is to train skilled operatives up to foreman and super- 
visor rank; carpenters, plumbers, masons, fitters, turners, tin and lock- 
smiths, andsoon. Later, no doubt, an electrical engineering department 
will be developed, but the first faculties will be those of the building and 
mechanical trades. 

Apart, however, from this teaching work, the Institute will havea 
much broader educational function. It will, we hope, largely help to 
determine the technical standards of the country. | meau such matters 
as acceptable qualities and purity of materials used in building, allowable 
and disallowable methods of construction and Sanitation, and so on. 
Bye-laws, regulations, and standard specifications will be evolved in 


Palestine, and the Inatitute will be a powerful medium for imparting them 
to the workers of the country.” 

How will the Institute be administered? Ho 
locally, and how far from London ? 


“Let me say at once that the London Board have no intention of

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially written for the “ Jewish Chronicle.” 

It is customary at Jewish functions, such as the consecration of a tomh. 
stone or a house, to recite portions of the 119th Psalm. Partly, the alpha. 
betical arrangement of the Psaims lends itself to their use, but partly 
also the choice is determined by the subject, which is the praise of God's 
Law. ‘The Masorites tell us that every verse but one, the 122nd, makes 
direct reference to the Law under some one of the ten names for Law 
which correspond to the Ten ANN Nyy 
337 WY 139 , VOR It is the longest and most 
elaborate of the Alphabetical Psalins, being arranged in twenty-two 
stan z.1s, according ‘to the number of letters in the Hebrew Alphabet ; 
each stanza being composed of eight verses. The Law of which the 


writer speaks as his daily study must obviously have been the written | 


Law, which was then in the hands of the people ; perhaps the writer also 
includes in his survey other sacred writings, such as the O°IVRI O'R), 
referred to in Zechariah vii., 12. 
The circumstances of the Psalmist may be inferred from the 
language of the Psalm itself. He is suffering from persecution. His 
enemies are men of rank and authority, having both the power and wil! 
to crush him. Hisconstancyis severely tried. Heis exposed to reproach 
and contempt on account of his religion, and has reason to fear lest his 
hope and trust in God should be puttoshame. He is tempted to give up 
his faith for gain, and invited to join in idolatrous worship. These things 
made him sad, but he stays himself on the word and promise of God. 
That word, in all its varied aspects of law and promise, of precepts and 
judgments, had been his comfort in his afliliction, his most precious 
possession, dearer to him than all earthly treasures. He had meditated 
upon it day and night ; it had been a lamp to his feet and a light to his 
path. He had taken it for his rule of life, he longed to know it better, he 
prayed to have the veil taken off his eyes, that he might behold its hidden 
wonders. These thoughts, and thoughts like these, recur again and again. 
He is never wearied of deciaring his love of God's law, or of praying for 
more life to understand it, more power to keep it. If we would fathom 
the depth of meaning in the Written Law, and measure the elevation 
of soul, the hope, the confidence before princes and kings, that it bas 
inspired in pious Jews of all ages, we must turn to this Psa!m, 
which is an epitome of all true religion as conceived by the 
best spirits of our race. ‘To such a loving study and meditation on the 
Law, the Alphabetical arrangement is not inappropriate—as if to suggest 
that every letter of the Zorah is dear to the writer and many times dear. 
Ié begins, “ Blessed are those who are perfect in the way, who 
walk in the law of God.” What is thigq way, but the way of life, the road 
on which we are all travelling, which the Psalmist elsewhere calls “the 
house of his pilgrimage”? The three words, “Law,” “Testimonies,” 
“ Ways,” which recur in one form or other again and again, what are 
they but part of a long series of like expressions of which the Psalm is 
full—traths and instructions which regard the whole duty of man? 
“Law” is a phrase which includes all the rest, the whole scope of Divine 
Revelation. “Testimonies” are such precepts as bear witness to God's 
holiness. “ Ways” are the prescribed rule of conduct. “ Statutes” are 
positive enactments and ceremonial observances, some of them, like the 
law of-the req Leifer, far from easy to understand their reason. “‘Com- 
mandments” are moral enactments and those which affect the inward 
lite. “Judgments” are formal decisions of duties as laid down in the 
Law. “Precepts” are counsels commanded to individuals for their 
guidance. “ Word” is the verbal revelation of the Word of God. “Say- 
ings” are promises—the deolaration of those blessings which follow on 
obedience. “ Uprightness” represents the character of God'’slaw. To 
be blessed or happy is the condition which follows on obedience to the 


‘haw, and is equivalent to that peace of which it is afterwards said : 


“Great is the peace that they have who love Thy law, and they are not 
offended at it.” 

The second stanza begins: “Wherewith shall a young man keep 
his path pure? By taking heed thereto according to Thy word.” The 
writer instances the young men, because it is in youth that the passions 
are strongest and the judgment weakest. In the next stanza we read. 
“O deal beautifully with Thy servant that I may live, and so wil! I 
keep Thy word.” The Psalmist seeks for a greater and ever greater 
power of serving God, so that he may “behold wondrous things out of 
God's law.” The more faithfully he keeps that law the better he wil! 
understand it. In the following stanza we read: “Thy soul cleaveth 
unto the dust; quicken Thou me according to Thy word.” He isin 
much sorrow, his soul is distressed, and he prays for deliverance. It isa 
common experience of all mankind at all times. It is remarkable how 
frequentiy this mood is touched upon in the wonderful Book of the Psalms. 
This condition of the heart is one that needs care; it may be the 
cause of the greatest possible blessing, or it may bring the heart into 
desperation andruin. It depends entirely how we receive the trials of 
life, whether with a firm faith in the Divine goodness, which was the 
spirit iu which the Psalmists accepted affliction, or with a feeling of 
rebellion against the appointments of Providence. That he may receive 
the chastening of Providence in the right spirit, the Psalmist prays in the 
next sentence, Teach me Thy statutes "—the mysteries of Thy dealings 
with men-—for, as our commentators tell us, there is always something 
mysterious and unintelligible to mortals in the “statute.” Man must 
learn the methods which God devises for the government of the wor!d. 
The whole of this stanza is a prayer for divine lightand guidance amidst: 


the trials and sorrows of life. God's promises will never fail those wh0 


believe in them, and it is these promises which will uphold us in timeos 
of tribulation. |

American Commission Appointed. 


The offer made by the Mexican President-Elect, Dr. Calles, of 
gafficiently large tracts of arabia land for Jewish colonisation, ard facili- 
ties for the immigration to Mexico of Jewish refugees, whether they 
intend to engege in agriculture or in industry, will be investigated by a 
Commission of experts appointed by American Jewry, which will shortly 
proceed to Mexico. 

This decision has been arrived at by a meeting of the Emergency 
Committees for Jewish Refugees, under the chairmanship of Mr. 
Louis Marshall. Before deciding on the investigation, the Committee 
heard reports on the refugee situation by Mr. B. CO. Viadeck, member of 
the recent delegation ‘to the European ports; Miss Celia Rasovsky, of the 
Council of Jewish Women, and a member of the recent delegation to 
Cuba; and Mr. Joseph’ Barondess, Chairman of the American Jewish 
Congress Commission on Mexican Immigration.—J, T. A.

Anti-Jewish Outburst in Florida. 
(From our Correspondent.] NEW YORK, 


An oxtraordinary speech was delivered recently to a St. Petersburg 
(Florida) clab by Mr. James Coad, Secretary of the local Chamber of 
Commerce, who declared that the future of the city rendered necessary 
the expnision from itofall Jewsandaliens, Although Mr. Coad explained 
that he was speaking only in his private capacity, he intimated that there 
was no doubt the Chamber of Commerce would support him—a statement 
which has siuce been denied. Asa result of the speech, a movement has 
been started,.with the support of the Ku Kiux Klan and the local 
“Optimist” Clab, having for its object the expulsion of the Jews from 
the State of Florida, In the course of his remarks, Mr. Coad observed 
that he considered all Jews to be aliens and harmful to the existence of 
neighbourly feelipg-in the city, and added that he feared “an influx of 
Jews in the autumn to begin speculation in real estate.” In response to 

a Jewish protest, Mr. Clarence Reed. Acting Chairman of the Chamber 
of Commerce, bas announced that the offices of the Chamber will not be 
used for anti-Semitic propaganda. He holds the view that Mr. Coad's 
remarks have been wrongly intsrpreted. : 

Another significantincidentisthe refasal by the Kock wood Hall Country 
Ciub, known as the “ Millionaires’ Club,” to accept as members even 
those Jews who have invested money in the concern. This decision 
recently formed the subject of legal action, when the Jewish investors 
demanded the appointment of a receiver for the club, on the ground that 
it was not carrying out the objects for which it had been formed. The 
application was, however, rejected, the Court holding that the club was 
ontitled to refuse admission to members objectionable to it, and that since 
the finances of the club were sound there was no ground for interference,

Trenchant Denusciation. 

THE VANCOUVER SUN denounces in no hesitating fashion the proposal 
which is on foot to establish a branch of the Ka Klux Klan in Canada, at 
Vancouver, 

‘The Ku Klux Klan is purely anti-Catholic and anti-Jewish (says 
the paper). It has committed more beatial atrocities, provoked more 
bitter religious prejudice, aroused more inter-racial intolerance, and 
given a greater set-back to national progress, than any other device 
of the Devil that has come into the world for the last thousand years.

The Late Dr. Rathenau. 
| 
A Striking Tribute. 

In an article recently published in the German Press, Dr, Heinrich 
Spiero gives an account of the work accomplished by the late Dr. 
Kathenau, who just ten years ago became Head of the Department of 
Munitions, at the request of the then Minister of War, General von 
Palkenhayno. Dr. Rathenanu's task, says Dr. Spiero, was of tremendous 
difficulty, for he had to keep the German forces in the front line supplied 
with munitions despite the British blockade. 

In a small room on the first floor of the Ministry of War (he 
writes) Rathemau began his colossal task—to manage with the raw 
stuffs for munitions in the blockaded country in such a way that the 
army at the front should be sufficiently provided. 

His place in the Ministry of War was a difficult one. Besides 
Wandel and Falkenhayn, there were afew who understood him 
and supported him, but to most he was a man without military 
rank, uoder suspicion as the head of a private firm, and Jooked upon 
with prejudice because he was a Jew. But he took no notice of all 


this, and went on steadily with his work. He was in his office day 
and night. There was onc question only for him his Fatherland. 


Anti-Semitic Congress in. Germany. 


Opened by General Ludendorff. 


The first all-German National Socialist Anti-Semitic Congress was 
opened at Weimar last Saturday by General Ludendorf?, who said that 
the Congress marked a new epoch in the life of Germany. It meant the 
Welding into one big body of all patriotic German elements, and he was 
convinced that {f they al! acted together they would form the majority of 
the people and would succeed in imposing their will. 

Professor Adolph Bartel, in addressing the Congress, sald that Jchovah

was the God of the Jows; the Germans, therefore, had nothing to do. 


with Him. They were Christians and their Christ was an Aryan. The 
Jews were the enemies of tho Aryan race. It was the Jews who had 
started the great war, their aim being to exterminate the Aryan nations 
and to dominate the world. The Jows were aiming to bring aparchy and 
confusion upon civilisation, to make themselves masters of a conquered 


world. Every patriotic German must enter the lists to fight against the 
Jews.

The Presidium of the All-Ukrainian Executive Committee of tha

movement among the Jews. It was decided to propose to the People’s 
Commissariat of Agriculture that it should provide sufficient land 
reservations for the poorer Jewish population who desire to engage in 
agricultural activity, and to propose to the Commission for National 
Minorities consideration of the question of providing material assistance 
for Jews migrating to the colonisation reservations.

Mr. Kosenthal has, therefore, been 
deported to Rumania, and it is well known how Jews of Socialist opinions 
are treated there. 


Jewish Education in Alexandria. 
Free Schools’ Annual Report. 


The thirteenth annual report of the Free Schools of the Jewish Com- 
munity of Alexandria provides a record of steady progress. 635 pupils 
were admitted during the year under review, increasing the. total 
to 2,152, of whom 1,043 are boys and 1,109 girls. ‘The Jewish population 
of Alexandria is continually being increased by immigrants from Corfa, 
Salonika, Smyrna, Palestine, and other parts of the Kast. Being mainly 
without resources, the immigrants nearly always have to approach the 
Free Schools for assistance, and it is rarely that a pupil is refused admis- 
sion. A difficult situation has arisen in consequence of the fact that the 
number of pupils admitted invariably exceeds the number leaving. 


Foreign and Dominion News Items. 

UNDER the Chairmanship of Professor Dr, Israel, a committee has 
been formed in Berlin for the purpose of collecting all medical literature 
appearing in Germany for the Hebrew University Library in Jerusalem.

Palestine. That would be afatal error. The Board have assumed the 
burden of finding the money and will be responsible for the educationa) 
policy. They will appolut the Principal. But beyond thie they look to 


’ Palestine itself to shape the destiny of the Institute. And they look with 


confidence, becanse the people on the spot are the beet judgee of what ip 
required, and their views must have consideration. As the Institute 
grows, ite administrations and controi will pase more and more completely 
to Palestine. This ic what we all hope to see. The Institutes worg 
§ ist be developed to fit the country, and not vice versa. A Palestine 
Committee of Management has been formed under the chairwwanehip of 
Mr. Ussiachkin, and it ie upon the advice aod co-operation of thig 
Committee that the Board muat rely for the success of the work, 
Thies Committee, which has been nominated by Palestine itsel!. is 
representative of the proper interests, and you will agree that the 
omeéne are cood when I tell you that among ite members are Co). K iecb, 
Dr. Magnes, Dr. Arthur Biram, and Mr. Pewener.”

PALESTINE AT WEMBLEY. 
— 
[By a Correspondent.) 
V.—ARTS AND CRAFTS. 


One of the most interesting developments of modern Palestine, aad, - 


apart from the purely commorcial point of view, one of the most impor. 
tant, is the cevival of Arts and Crafts in the Land of Israel, These are 
well represented at the Palestine Pavilion, the oxhibits ranging from art 
motal goods and inlaid olive-wood work to mother-of-pearl and cameo 
work, and the articles have aroused certainly as much tntorest as any 
thing in the Pavilion, 
industry which, in addition to producing articles of real artistic worth, 
has a definite and not inconsiderable commercial value. 

Practically all artistic work in Palestine is under the direct or indirect 
influence of the Bezalel Art School, which was founded some twenty five 
yoars ago and is supported by Zionist funds. Under the direction of 
Professor B. Schatz, both children and adults are Instructed in arts and 
crafts. Until recently there was also a Bezalel workshop for brass and 
filigree work; but the enterprise did not pay. The Bezalel workers aro 
now engaged in the same industry for private firms, with better results. 
is of interest, by the way, to note that the Yemenite crafteamon at work 
at the Palestine Pavilion were trained at the Bezalel. The institution 
also controls a lithographical press, under the direction of the famous 
painter, Abel Pann; and specimens of its work are on viow at the 
Pavilion. Other notable exhibits displayed by the Bezalel are miniature 
paintings on ivory (mostly of Biblical subjects), “Caramica”™ tiles, anda 
variety of Torah Crowns, Negilloth, ete. Much admiration has boon 
evoked by a model, about five feet in height, of an Aron Hakodesh, 
‘beautifully worked by hand io brass, ivory, and marble, itis ornamented 
with scenes from Bible history and with figures representing the twelve 
tribes. [¢ is amusing to note, by the way, that this model is often 
thought by non-Jowish visitors to represent Noah's Ark |! 

The chief aim in the sstablishment of the 
developing distinctively Jowish art in Palestine. For this reason 
Bezalol teachers and pupils study Oriental art generally, and partica 
larly Jewish religious art among Uriental communities. The Bezalel 
Museum, which is a part of the school, and which has collected works by 
Jewish artista all over the world, has provided very valuable material for 
the development of a specifically Jewish style. From the point of view 
of education, the value of the work of the Bezalel is beyond quecation ; 
ita offect on arts and orafts in Palestine has been very great, and it haa 
inaugurated many valuable undertakings which are now carried on by 
private persona or firms, but which private onterprise would never have 
started. [tis open'to question, however, whether it ts practical or oven 
desirable that one organisation should undertake commercial work in 
addition to cultura! and educational activities, which perforce are cartiod 
on more or leas on a philanthropic basis, 

Another valuable example of “Arts and Crafts " is to be found in the 
manufactuce of highly artistic and skilfally chased motal-.wares and 
inlaid olive-wood articles, remarkable apecimens of which aro exhibited 
by Mr. Alfred Salzmano. ‘This stand has excited the admiration of the 
oonnoisseur, and both the King and Baron Edmond de Rothschild, whon 
visiting Wembley cemarked on the beauty ‘of the articles, tho latter 
observing: ‘I never thought they made such wonderful work in Pales 
tine.” Ie will also be recalled that the Bishop of London recently 
purchased one of the olive-wood boxes. The development of this industry 
ia largely due to the work of Mr. Alfred Salzmaan, who for the last tow 
years has devoted his onergies to placing it on a commercial basis, and 
thus, while creating a new source of revenue to the country, providing 
employment for Palestinian workmen. About forty persons are now 
employed by Mr. Salzmann, but in view of the large number of erquirion 
which have resulted from the display of these articles at the Pavilion and 
of the fact that rotail sales already exceed £39), it is oxpected that this 
number will soon be greatly tncreased. 

Pottery and Hebron glass work are displayed at the Pavilion at the 
aball of the Pro-Jerusalem Society, where Mrs. Holena Kelly shows 
an attractive varlety of these exhibits. [It is of interest to note that the 
modern pottery industry in Palestine was started with tho object of 
making tiles for the repair of the Mosque of Omar, and has since boon 
carried on as a commercial proposition. The industry, as well as that of 
qiasa, is subsidised by the Pro-Jerusalem Soctety. Sales of these goods 
at the Pavilion total about £1,200, not including wholesale orders which 
have been placed by firms in Eagiand, America, and South Africa

PALESTINE AT WEMBLEY. 


(By a Correspondent.] 
V.—ARTS AND CRAFTS. 


Ono of the most interesting developments of moderna Palostinog, aad, 
apart from the purely commercial point of view, one of the most impor. 
tant, is the cevival of Arts and Crafts in the Land of Israel. These aro 
well represented at the Palestine Pavilion, the exhibits ranging from art 
metal goods and inlaid olive-wood work to mother-of-pearl and oameo 
work, and the articles have aroused certainly as much intorest as any- 
thing in the Pavilion. Their manufacture is rapidly devoloping into an 
industry which, in addition to producing articles of real artistic worth, 
has a definite and not inconsiderable commercial value. : 

Practically ali artistle work in Palestine is under the direct or indirect 
influence of the Bezalel Art School, which was founded some twenty five 
yoars ago and is supported by Zionist funds. Under the direction of 
Professor B. Schatz, both children and adults are instructed in arts and 
orafts. Until recently there was also a Bezalel workshop for brass and 
filigroe work; but the enterprise did not pay. The Bezalel workers aro 
now engaged in the same industry for private firms, with better results. U6 
is of interest, by the way, to note thatthe Yomenite craftemen at work 
at the Palestine Pavilion were trained at the Bezalel. The institution 
algo controls a lithographical press, under the direction of the famous 
painter. Abel Pann; and specimens-of its work are on viow at the 
Pavilion. Other notable exhibits displayed by the Bezalel are miniatare 
paintings on ivory (mostly of Biblical subjects), “Caramica” tiles, and a 
variety of Torah Crowns, Megilloth, ete. Much admiration has boen 
evoked by a model, about five feet in height, of an Aron Hakodesh, 
beautifully worked by band io brass, ivory, and marble. [tis ornamented 
with acenes from Bible history and with figures representing the twelve 
tribes. ([t is amusing to note, by the way, that this model is often 
thought by non-Jewish visitors to represent Noah's Ark ' 

' The chief aim in the ostablishment of the Bezalel waa that of 
devoloping distinctively Jewish art in Palestine. For this reason 
Bezaicl teachers and pupils study Oriental art generally, and partica 
larly Jewish religious art among Uriental communities. The Bezalel 
Museum, which is a part of the school, and which has collected works by 
Jewish artista all over the world, has provided very valuable material for 
the development of a specifically Jewish style. From the point of view 
of education, the value of the work of the Bezalel is beyond question ; 
ita offect on arts and orafts in Palestine has been very great, and it haa 
inaugurated many valuable undertakings which are now carried on by 
private persons or firms, but which private onterprise would never have 
atarted. [¢is open to question, bowever, whether it is practical or oven 
‘desirable that one organisation should undertake commercial work in 
addition tocultura!l and educational activities. which perforce arse cartviod 


‘om more or leas on a philanthropic basis. 


Another valuable example of “Arts and Orafts " is to be found in the 
manufactuge of highly artistic and skilfally chased motal.wares and 
inlaid olive-wood articles, remarkable apecimens of which aro oxhibited 
by. Mr. Alfred Salzmann. This stand has excited tho admiration of the 
sonnoisseur, and both the King and Baron Edmond de Rothschild, when 
visiting Wembley, cemarked on the beauty of the articlos, tho lattor 
observing: ‘I never thought they made such wonderful work in Palos 
tine.” Is will also be recalled that the Bishop of London recently 
purchased one of the olive wood boxes, The development of this industry 
is largely due to the work of Mr. Alfred Salzmann, who for the last fow 
yoars has devoted his onergies to placing it on 4 commercial baals, and 
thus, while creating a new source of revenue to the country, providing 
employment for Palestinian workmen. About forty persons are now 
employed by Mr. Salzmann, but in view of the large number of erquirion 
which have resulted from the display of these articles at tho Pavilion and 
of the fact that retail sales already exceed £39) it is oxpected that this 
will soon be greatly lucreased 

Pottery and Hebron glass work are displayed at the Pavilion at the 
atall of the Pro-Jerusalem Society, where Mrs. Holena Kelly shows 
an attractive variety of these exhibits. [6 is of interest to note that the 


modern pottory industry in Palestine was started with tho object of » 


making tiles for the repair of the Mosque of Omar, and has since boon 
carried on ag a commercial proposition. The industry, as well as that of 
glass, ia subsidised by the Pro-Jerusalem Soctety. Sales of these goods 
at the Pavilion total about £1,200, not including wholesale orders which 
have been placed by firms in England, America, and Soath Africa 

Mother.of-pearl goods are shown by the Arab firm, sea Batacse,

Jewish National Fund. 


REGIONAL CONFERENCE. 


A Regional Conference of the Jewish National Fand for Enyand was 
held at the Zion Hall, Manchester, last Sunday. Mr. L. Eisen, Chairman 
of the Commission for England, presided. In the absence ofthe Secretary 
for the Commission, Mr. H. L. Caplan, Hon. Secretary of the Manchester — 
Commission, acted as Secretary of the Conference. The following were 
present : 

Messrs. L. Eisen, Chairman, and Schen, Treasurer (London) : Labovitch, 
Rich, Weinberg, Coss, and Schuler, the Misses Biasky, Leventon, and Schuler. 
and Mesdames Markpride, Leventou, and Scheinblam({ Leeds); and Mr. Slotek:, 
Chairman of the Liverpool branch. The Commissioners for Manchester 
all attended. 

Mr. N. Robinson, Chairman of the Manchester branch, extended a 
welcome to the delegatas. 

Mr. L. Eisen reported that the National Fund had at present 50,000 
dunams of land io Palestine, and they were negotiating to. purchase 
another 50,000, making a total! of 100,000 dunams ofland. At present 20,000 
National Fund boxes were distributed in England, and he urged upon the 
delegates to use every effort to make the collection of those boxes a great 
success. He thanked Manchester for its good work in connection with the 
bazaar, and urged the Manchester delegates to do all they could for the 
National Fund in the way of propaganda, and to keep up the prestige of 
the Manchester Commission, which was foremost in England for Jewish 
National Fund work. He appealed to the Leeds delegates to launch a 
campaign for Nations! and work in genera! and for their coming Bazaar 
in particular. 

Mr. Schen, Treasurer of the Commission, said that £12.000 was 
required to complete the amount promised by England to the head office in 
Palestine for the year. Out of that sum, over £10,000 was expected, leaving 
still a balance of about £2,000 to bring the collections up to the promised 
amount. That sum must be collected by the end of September. Hoe 
appealed to the various commissions totry to minimise their expenditure 
and increase their income. 

Mr. Kafkevitch, of Manchester, suggested that more literature for the 
box-holders should be distributed for propaganda purposes. 

Mr. N. Robinson, Chairman of the Manchester Commission, appealed 
tor the co-ordination of the workers in general, and pointed out that prior 
to the reorganisation ofthe system in Manchester, over 300 boxes had been 
distributed, which bad brought in less than £100 per annum, and after the 
reorganisation there were over 4,000 bexes dittributed, bringing in ap 
income of almost £1,000 perannum. He also urged that when promises 
of any description were given, arrangements should be made for can- 
vassers to follow up those promises. Mr. Rosenbaum, of Manchester, 
appealed for the extension of activities in Manchester and ether towns. 

Mr, Schen outlined a plan of activities for the coming year. He said 
that the bead office in London was preparing a scheme for propaganda 
work in those towns where Zionist work was not well known, and also in 
towns where activities could be revived. He also informed the Con- 
ference that they were to have a travelling organiser for propaganda 
purposes, and that they intended making a special effort for the better- 
ment of the collections from the boxes. He outlined a form of competi- 
tion for those who realised £1 and upwards in their boxes, and asked for 
the support of the Deleghtes to the Conference in this work. The income 
for London was £5,000 per annum, and he hoped that this would be 
increased in the coming year. He trusted that the Delegates would seo 
that every influence was used to secure the support ofthe Syuagogues for 
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collections for the National Fund, and to organise young Israel to work 
for the Fund io the form of house-to-house collections. 

Mr. Sortman, Manchester, suggested that donors of £1 and upwards 
should be supplied with receipts from the head office in London. 

Tho Secretary of the Liverpool Junior Zionist Organisation moved: 
“ That this Regional Conference of the Jewish National and, consisting 
of Leeds, Manchester, and Liverpool Delegates, approves of the formation 
of the Junior Central Organisation of Great wherever possib’e.” 
The resolution was carried. 

Mr. Slotski, Chairman of the branch, his satis- 
faction with the outline of the plan by the Executive, and asked for support 
forit. Thés was endorsedby Mr. N, Robiason, and by Mr. Coss, Chair- 
man of the Leeds Commission. 


Mr. Robinson suggested that Leeds should adopt a scheme of 
re-organisation similar to that of Mauchester. 

During a reception given by the Manchester branch to the 
Dolegates, Mr. Eisen; supported by Mr. N. Robinson, presented a 
golden book certificate to Mr. A. Laserson on behalf of his colleagnes of 
the Bazaar Committee. A golden book certificate was also presented to 
tbe members of the Bazaar Committee for their services at the 
baziar held in Manchester. Miss E. Black responded on behalf of 
the Committee. A golden book certificate was also presented to Mr 
Galinsky for his efforts in collecting for the National Fund. 

Mr. Sortman, of Manchester, moved: “That this Conference, con- 
sisting of Liverpool, Leeds, and Manchester delegates, pledges itself to 
do all in its power to contribute-its share to the £20,000 required for next 
year by the National Fuad head office.” 

* “Phe motion was seconded by Mr. N. Robingon, and carried. 

Mr, R>binson, in closing the meeting, again appealed to the 
delegates to do their best for the National Fund, and promised the London 
Executive that he would do all in his power, as far as Manchester was 
concerned, to promote the success of the Fund. 


Mr. Labovitch, of Leeds, proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. Eisen and 
Mr. schen. 


Mr. chen responded on behalf of Mr. Eisen and himself. 

Mr. Coss, of Leeds, thanked the Manchester Commission for thelr 
hospitality. 

The Conference closed with the singing of Hativeah.

The annual meeting was held last Sunday at the Institution, Landau 
House, Hutchison Street, Aldgate. Mr. W. Wachman, the President, 
was in the chair. | 

In moving the adoption of the annual report, the CHAIRMAN said 
that the activities during the year had been very satisfactory, Fifty- 
four puyils attended tne day classes, that number being the highest 
on record.

In addition to the names mentioned in the report 
of students who had received communal appointments, there were 
Rabbi Rose, elected Minister at Ealing, and the Rey. 8. Golding, elected 
Minister at Grimsby. In Manchester there were three Ministers and 
two beadmasters of Hebrew Schools who were ex-pupils of the 
Yeshibah. Mr. M. Lehrman, who recently passed the final Minister's 
examination at Jews’ College, had received bis rabbinical education at the 
Yeshibah, where he had been a student for seven years. Other students 
had passed the U niversity examinations, and others still were being trained 
for practical Shechita, etc. The President expressed the hope that the 
Community all over Eagland would liberally support the institution so 
that the Committee could increase the scholarships for thé pupils.

Law Cases. 


OHICAGO MURDER TRIAL, —In summing up on Wednesday, the State's 
case against Nathan Leopold, jun.,and Richard Loeb, charged with the 
murder of Robert Franks in Chicago, Mr. Marshall, the prosecutor, 
delivered a reasoned argument why the two millionaires’ sons should 
suffer the death penalty. He declared that they were not being tried as 
supermen or for their religions beliefs and opinions. They were on trial 
for perpetrating the hideous crimes of murder and kidnapping for the 
single motive, as he ‘claimed, of securing 10,000 dollars as ransom. 
The Court must determine, the prosecutor said, whether the boys were 
responsible or not. It is anticipated that the case will be completed by 
the end of the present week. 

“ AN OUTRAGEOUS ASSAULT,” —Atthe Thames Police Court, on Monday, 
Edward Abrahams, music seller, of 63a, Sidney Street, Mile End. and 
Mark Block, embroidery machinist, of 6), Sidney Street, were convicted 
of what Mr. Disney, the magistrate, described as an outrageous assault 
on two women. The women said that they were walking along a main 
thoroughfare when they were molested by the men. Block seized one 
by the neck and struck her, while Abraharis knocked down the other, 
who was rendered unconscious. Giving evidence, Block declared that he 
accidentally knocked against one of the women, and apologised. She 
smacked his face, and he retaliated. Abrahams said he merely pushed 
the other. Detective-sergeant Rye said that Abrabams had been a source 
of trouble to the police for many years. There were several convictions 
against him, including one of three years’ penal servitude. He was a 
most violent man. Block was an associate of undesirables, and had been 
bound over for housebreaking. Abrahams was sentenced to two months’ 
hard labour, and Block to fourteen days’ bard labour.
